To Make the Hest Beef. 
kt is not the heaviest nor the fattest 
animal that should bring the highest 
price for the butcher's block. but that sn- 


imal givifg the largest per cent. of lean. 


meat to Mvaweight Such an animal 
will always contain fat enough with the 
meat fiber fo make it palatable, juicy 
and nourishing. The fat parte of beef 
cattle or mutten sheep are little eased 
as human food. Hence the crucial test 
must ever be the atest proportion 
of lean meat (mouacie) to the carcas-. 
It is well known that swers quickly 
fed to fatness om sweet, flush past 
give the most succulent and finely-fa-- 
ored food. Why? The relative propor: 
tion of fat and lean is normal. Fat 
cows sel] for less moncy pound 
than steers. Why again? propor. 
tion of fat to lean is greater, as the 
principal cause, and, as 3 secondary 
reason, although better flavered than 
that of the bull. the meat of the cow is 
not so delicate as that of the steer. 
Pashion. however, years ago decided 
thet a carcass must be considered in- 
ferior if it did not show immense devel- 
opment of fat. even to great patchy 
Masses on the outside. It was estab- 
lished in the “good old days" of tallow 
eandles. when fat was one of the mos 
important parts of the animal. So long 
as fashion demands this feeders muss 
cater to it. Indian corn will easily 
make fat. Some food. reher in phos 
phate and nitrogen, however, is re 
quired with corn, to keep the proportion 
of fat and lean equal. If the true rela 
tion as between fat and lean were un- 
derstood by the buver this could be pto- 
duced probably cheaper te the egamumer 
than the mousters of fat sv sich ad- 
mired at our fat-stock shows ‘Yet so 
long as the feeder and buyer ai he take 
pride in these fat-overloaded animals 
there wil) be no change. The fact, 
however, remains constant: the last 
two hundred pounds of fat added to a 
steer, ripe in Lesh. add only to the cost 
of the succulent lean mea! produced. 
One of the results of this fashion hag 
been the forcing of bree I'nz cattle uatil 
they now, throuch heredity, early de- 
velop fat abnormally. The vearhogs 
mountain of biubbery f.t is gazed on 
with wonder. Grade Devons and well- 
bred native steers, however, cont nue 
to fillthe eve of the butcher and the 
true gastromoaist. It is so in Envlane. 
The black cattle. the Devon, and the 
graded Hereford bring the best prices 
at Smithfield market. The reaction has 
already set in in the Unitert States’ te 
the effect that a vearling o a two year 
old, however fat, does not con<titute a 
beef animal, and in the ease of that 
wonderful anime! of bovine develop 
ment, the Short-Horn, serviceable am- 
mals, even what would be ealled by 
some breeders ‘plainly bred "—what the 
seller hoping to get something over a 
hundred dollars for would call “useful” 
—these are coming to have more and 
more advocates year by year They are 
not wonders of precocious fatpe+s, but 
they are nevertheless just the animals, 
whatever the brved, that, boucht at one

The Electrical Motor. 


Scientists, inventors and capitalists 
are united in endeavoring to apply elec- 
tricity to human uses, especially as s 
Motive power. A few years back the 
problem to be solved was how to sc 
manufacture electricity as to produce 
illumination. This has been accom- 
plished, the only question being that of 
cost. The electric light is confessed 
an immense improvement on the ordi- 
nary gas-light It is more powerful 
and can be put to more varied uses. It 


is destined in time to make our nights, | 


not only indoors but out-of-doors, as 
luminous as is the day. But while the 
radiance will be garish, it will be more 
agreeable than that of the sun. But 


now the problem to be solved is electric- | 


ity asa motor. Stephen D. Field, of 
New York, has united with the famous 
inventor Edison in taking out patents 
for propelling cars by electricity. He 
claims to have anticipated the ‘famous 
Siemens accumulator. This new motor 
_is to be thoroughly tested upon the ele 
| Vated roads of New York. The advan- 
tazes of electricity over steam are man- 
if-st. Heavy locomotives are dispensed 
with. coal is not used, hence there is no 
emoke. There is less jar in stoppin 
the trains, but as in the case of illumi- 
pation the cost is the undetermined 
part of the problem. In every part of 
the world we hear of electric motors. 
Electric cars were moved through the 
crowed thoroughfares of Paris by the 
Powel! Storage Company. Nine miles 
At the 
eiectric exhibition in Vienna, an electsioe 
railway made a mile in three minutes, 
The Daft motor has made 2 successful 
trip on a Saratoga road. There is an 
elevated railway in Kerlin operated by 
electricity. There is also one 
at Portrush. Ireland, the power 
for which is drawn from a neighboring 
waterfall. An omnibus has been rup 
in Paris, the motive power being elec- 
tricity. and the heavy vehicle was 
handied and tnrned with facility. On 
the water, electricity as @ motor has 
made no less rapid progress than on 
land. Last summer an electric boat 
was plying on the Danube Canal, tak- 
ing thirty or more passengers six miles 
an hour against the strong current, and 
eighteen miles an hour with the stream. 
Two years ago a launch propelled by 
electricity was shown onthe Thames, 
and the following year a boat of thag 
character, forty feet long, attained a 
speed of eicht miles an hour on the 
measured mile— this boat being the one, 
we believe, already spoken of as used 
on the Danube. ‘Its trips were accom- 
— of course, without smoke, or 
ieat. or sme}! of oil, and also without 
noise ofengines or vibration. As for 
the application of electricity to sub 
marine torpedoes, it is now the subject 
of much study, attended with some suc- 
Electric small arms have already 
been invented, and one such weapon 
was operated not long ago by Colonsl 
bosbery at London, before ap a-eembly
